Fans and players at the Detroit-Brown 
game at Sportsman Park discussed the 
changes in the rules of the national game 
suggested by “Scrappy Biil” Joyce, ex- 
player-manager of the New York club, in 
Sunday's Post-Dispatch. 

Jovce suggested that baseball would be a 
better game with the error column out of 
the records. He «aid that fielders are fre- 
quently restrained from going out after 
hard chances because if they missed they 
are charged with errors, and rather than 
take the chance they let the batter score a 
hit. 

Errors figure very heavily in the fielding 
average, and he says that flelding average 
figures proportionately in the salary list. 
From that he argues that a fielder, know- 
ing that his miscues would not be counted 
against him, would ge after every ch nce 
that came within the outside limit of his 
territory. 

The suggestion created considerable coni- 
ment at Sunday’s game, and several of the 
basehall authorities took decided stands on 
the opposition. Following are the opinons 
of some of the local men interested: 

Secretary Muckenfass of the Cardinals: 
I think that Joyce’s idea has a great many 
good pdints. especially in his argument that 
many fliekders go after fielding chances that 


they had but one chance in 10 of landing. 
But. on the other hand, the error column 
is a sort of bugabeo to most players and 
prevents them from becoming careless with 
ordinary chances. On the whole I think 
that it would be advisable to retain the er- 
ror column. 

_ Patsy Donovan, ex-manager of the Car- 
dinals: Phere are a great many good poate 
about Joyce's idea in regard to abolishing 
the error column. but you must have some 
way of keeping tab on players. and what 
are you going to substitute? It is like a 
great many things in every system of laws. 
There are points that could be improved, 
— what will you frame up to take their 
place? 

Manager McAleer of the Browns: I can- 
not see anything in Joyce's plan, Errors 
make no difference to a consctentious player 
and do not affect a sensible manager. 
would not have a player on my team that 
did not break into the error column once in 
a while, just to keep him on edge. Sup- 
pose a man does come In with a paddcd 
average; he gets found out In a short time, 
and then he is drovped in a minute. You 
never see Wallace agen | off of a chance 
because he thinks he might miss it and get 
an error. No, and you never see any good 
fielder doing it. of any good manager pay- 
ing any attention to errors of that kind. 

Capt. Padden of the Browns: Joyce's 
plan is very radical, but I think that it is 
ae one.

An increase in valuations exclusive of assessments made by 
the state board of equalization of $12,685,820 shows not only a 
progressive condition of business, but a commendable vigilance 
on the part of the local board of assessors. 

\ The balance on hand at the end of the year is $7,423,195, of 
which $670,296.96 is available for new public work. This ex- 
ceeds by $300,000 any available balance ever found on the city’s 
books, 

* Collector Hammer has beaten his record-breaking work of 
last year by a collection exceeding it by more than a million. 
And this has been accomplished with a cost of only $50 more 
than the cost of 1903. 

_ The increase in license collections, amounting to $500,000, is 
especially remarkable, indicating the substitution of exact 
and honest methods for the loose management of the former ad- 
ministration.

WASHINGTON, April 2%.—Fifty or sixty 
delegates to the Baltimore conference of 
the African M. E. Churgh, who met here 
yesterday, went in a body in the after-} 
noon to call on President Roosevelt. Just 
as the procession 9f dignified colored 
preachers was turning into the White 
House grounds a southern gentleman who 
stoud by watching them with great inter- 
est asked-a passer-by: ‘“‘Can you tell me, 
suh, what this means?”’ 

“Certainly,” said the passer-by. ‘‘Pres!- 
dent Roosevelt is giving a luncheon. party, 
and these are the guests.” 

And the screams of*the southern gentle- 
man could be heard for three blocks, 


When the statehood bill came up in the 


House this afternoon Representative Bart- 
lett of Georgia complicated matters by de- 
manding that the engrossed bill be read. 
There had been much parliamentary sharp- 
shooting on both sides, and there were loud 
demands for a ruling’on this point.
